The whele en- 
ergies of the nation, hitherto confine 
to war and yhilsophy, or speculative 
acionca, are now devoted to the peaceful 
pursuits and practical purposes of trade 
and industry. Not only in chemistry and 
physics, not only in making Krupp guns 
or iranclads in steel or iron, but even in 
woollena and silks, in straw-plaiting and 
shoddy, in shipping and shipbuilding, the 
Germaus are entering on the industrial 
race with German thoroughness. Every- 
where and in everything, the German 
manafucturer an merchant eympete with, 
and often beat, tho English manu- 
facturer and merchant. France and Bel- 
gium compete with us in a few things, 
and the formor has industries in whioh wo 
hardly compete at all. But Germany com. 
petes not only with us, but with France 
and Belgium too. In Belgium, as else- 
where, depreasion exists. The cual trade of 
Belgium, chiefly with France, is as depress- 
ed as titutgof Northumberland. With ro-
